penditure of both. It is a fact that men 
who depend cliietly upon speed outlive 
other pitchers in usefulness. 


The curve revolutionized' baseball and 


more than doubled the efficiency of the 
pitcher. Many consider it their best card 
Of the great boxmen, only Walsh, John- 
eon and Falkenberg ignore the curve , 


The successful curve "breaks" sharply 


just In front of the plate. The "round- 
house" curve, easily followed by 
the

ase of a New Zealand bird, a honey- 
ucker and a hunter ot flowers. In 
he early summer It visited most fre- 
quently the Sowers ot the native flax, 
and later In the year fed chiefly on 
the fuchsia. The pollen of the former 
B red, and of the latter blue. Hence 
n the early summer the bird appeared 
with a red head and WM n&med the 
red-headed honeysucker. 
But when, 


ater In the year, it went to the fuch- 
sia, its hea'd was stained Hue, and It 
was called the blue-headed honey- 
sucker. 


Thus for a long time this bird was 


thought'to be ot two distinct species, 
and only a year or two ago was It 
tound that the "red-headed" and the 
"blue-headed" were one and the same, 
•nd that the real color of the head 
wa» blackish brown.—Harper's Week- 
IT.
